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VALENCIAS READJUST 
SKYROCKET PRICES 


The sky-rocket market on Valencia 
oranges reached its peak last week and 
the readjustment of selling prices then 
set in. The condition of the market in 
some localities naturally caused a cry 
of 
profiteering 
throughout 
the caBt, 
where the influenza epidemic suddonly 
multiplied the demands for citrus fruit 
beyond all previous experience. 


In' some quarters the food adminis­ 
tration officials took the matter in hand, 
but in all cases found there was no at­ 
tempt at profiteering upon the part of 
tho growors or shippers, who have been 
distributing 
tho remainder 
of the 
smallest crop on record in an equitable 
manner among all of the markets of the 
country. Instead of pinching off sup­ 
plies at ono point to force 
higher 
prices, it is of record that the middle- 
west and southwest particularly woro 
reduced in their supplies in order to 
divert the extra cars of oranges into 
the stricken centers whore the demand 
was the greatest. In fact Philadelphia 
received double the quantity of fruit 
that city was entitled to to,, relieve the 
situation. 


We are now undergoing the. same sit­ 
uation with respect to lemons, although 
tho peak of the market has not been 
reached. 
California has an excellent 
crop of lemons now on tho trees and 
the picking is going on heavily and 
there will bo an. ample supply for the 
winter need throughout tho country. 


During September the lemon market 
was the lowest average in the past four­ 
teen yoars, which in itself did not war­ 
rant the shippers and growers to for­ 
ward unusual supplies, notwithstanding 
which the record shows everything for­ 
warded in a volume of 140 per'coat for 
October as compared with October last 
year. Every arrangement is being made 
to keep tho eastern market woll sup­ 
plied, 
especially 
in 
those 
localities 
where the epidemic is severe.

This fruit is showing excellent color for 
this enriy in the Boaaon. The growers in 
Tulare county, usually become a little 
oxcitod this season of the year, but pres­ 
ent indications warrant them in antici­ 
pating a season two weeks earlier than 
usual.

EUROPEAN BATTLE FRONT 


Congressman 
Charles 
H. 
Randall, 
now Becking ro-olection in tho Ninth 
Congressional district, was in Covina 
Wednesday evening. On account of tho 
ban on public speaking Mr. Randall had 
to content himself with shaking han£p 
with a number of his personal friends 
and admirers who gathered to welcome 
him on Ms return from the 
western 
front in Europe. 


Ho has been ono of a 
Congressional 
party that went to Europe to see first­ 
hand tho conditions 
as thoy 
existed 
along tho battle front, from Italy to tho 
North Soa. Tho returned Congressman 
has an interesting story to relate. He 
has dinod with royalty, crept through 
the trenches to 
within 
seventy-five 
feet of the German line, had tho rear 
wheel of MB auto, in which he was rid­ 
ing, shot off by a German shell, rode 
over London in a bombing plane and 
visited Admiral Rodnoy, on his flagship, 
in the North Soa. 


In spoaking of his dinner with King 
Victor Emmanuel, of Italy, ho 
said, 
" t h i s monarch is possibly the 
most 
democratic ruler in Europe and our 
meal was of tho plainost faro, butter- 
less bread and sugarless coffee. 
These 
two luxuries are today seldom soon up­ 
on the table in any of tho European 
countries. 
This is especially true 
in 
England. Tho 
civilian 
population, 
from tho highest to tho lowest, deny 
themselves of every 
luxury for the 
fighting man at tho front." 


The party waB also entertained 
by 
King Albert of Belgium, tho command­ 
er of that gallant remnant of an army 
which at that timo held sixteen miles 
of tho western front, near the channel. 


' ' The magnitude of tho British Grand 
Fleet," said the Congressman, 
" c a n 
hardly be conceived. For instance, the 
British shipB of the dreadnaught type in 
single line formation, 500 yards apart, 
would extend for a distance of seventy- 
eight miles." It is this fleet which has 
successfully bottled up tho German fleet 
during tho past four yoars, making pos­ 
sible the safe transportation of two- 
million fighting men from America. 


When asked as to the part 
America 
was playing in this war, Congressman 
Randall said, ' ' asE any Frenchman, and 
he will tall you that had it not been for 
tho two million of Americans Germany 
would today be in Paris dictating the 
terms of peace. America has surprised 
tho world by her apparent 
unlimited 
resources, and the brilliant and impet­ 
uous fighting qualities of her soldiers, 
as shown at 
tho 
Marne, 
Chateau 
Thierry and othor glorious battlefields 
which havo turned the tide of battle 
with such rapidity, giving us victory 
within our grasp. Tho American sol­ 
dier is rccognizod in Europe as the most 
brilliant and dashing 
fighter 
in tho 
world.''

used n wine-making, sirup and sugar, 
equivalent to 40,000 tons, at a present 
value of over $8,000,000. T h e univer­ 
sity authorities further assert t h a t the 
manufacture 
of grape 
sirup 
offers a 
most practical a n d patriotic solution of 
disposing of 250,000 tons of grapes now 
used in the malting of intoxicants. The 
experimental sirup p u t upon t h e open 
m a r k e t met a t once with 
public ap­ 
proval. 


Three experts, w o r k i n g 
independent­ 
ly, arrived a t t h e same result in their 
experimentation, and t h e y further de­ 
clare that this lighter a n d heavier sirup 
and t h e sugar can b e m a d e b y t h e pres­ 
ent wineries, with b u t slight 
change 
and expense to their present equipment. 
T h e value of t h e sirup will permit of 
good profit to vineyardistg, sirup-mak­ 
ers and distributors. 
A plan has been 
suggested b y t h e university authorities 
t h a t t h e wineries, with 
their 
present 
plants, 
extract 
t h e juice 
from 
the 
grapes, since for this preliminary pro­ 
cess 
they ore already 
equipped, and 
that t h e beet sugar factories, in their 
idle months, concentrate a n d condense 
the juice into sirup and sugar. 
Practi­ 
cal methods of keeping t h e juice for 
months after 
crushing have been 
per­ 
fected and no detail has been neglected. 


Added to this new plan, t h e wider 
use of grape juice, jum and jelly, rai­ 
sins, a broader distribution of the ripe 
fruit, 
with t h e use of grape 
vinegar, 
and there can no longer be a n y wide­ 
spread loss to the grower should the 
state go bone-dry.
